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THE STORY OF PORT WASHINGTON 


Port Washington Yesterday 

The history of "Our Town" goes back over three centuries to the year 
1640. It was then that the first white men came to Sint Sink— as the 
peninsula was called by the Matinecock Indians who had a small sum¬ 
mer fishing village here. The peninsula became known as Cow Neck 
because of the fence that was built across the land for grazing land for 
cattle. The bay and the town were called Cow Bay. As it attained 
maturity, Cow Bay adopted a more dignified name and officially be¬ 
came Port Washington in honor of the first president who visited Cow 
Neck. 

Port Washington At Work 

Port Washington's big contribution to industry for more than sixty 
years has been its sand and gravel with three of the largest plants in 
the world. Out of the old sand banks of Baxter Estates, Manhasset Isle, 
the Port Washington Yacht Club, Manorhaven, and Orchard Beach, rose 
The Empire State Building, the George Washington Bridge, and virtually 
the entire New York City Subway system. 

Port Washington Government 

Port Washington is an unincorporated community which is part of 
the Town of North Hempstead. It has a population of nearly 25,000. 
Today, the unincorporated area of Port Washington has its own Police 
Commission, Fire Department, Garbage District, Sewer District, and 
Water District. The political structure of the community is further com¬ 
plicated by the fact that within the area known as Port Washington there 
are six separate incorporated villages. These are Baxter Estates, Manor- 
haven, Port Washington North, Sands Point, and parts of Plandome 
Manor and Flower Hill. Each of these villages has its own mayor and 
board of trustees.

THE PORT WASHINGTON N.Y. HIGH SCHOOL BAND 


Organized by Paul Bergcm, in the early thirties; directorship taken by 
Paul Van Bodegraven in 1932. The band has an enviable record in concert 
competition. The first top rating in national competition was earned in 1936, 
under Paul Van Bodegraven, the last in '41 under George Christopher when 
national competition-festivals ended in Region 4. However, the band has 
maintained a high standing by its showing year after year in the NYSSMA 
festivals. The band has travelled considerably, having performed at two 
National Music Educators Conferences and at three Division Conferences. 
Some of the interesting places that the band has played are: Madison Square 
Garden, Polo Grounds, World's Fair, Jones Beach, Metropolitan Opera House, 
New York University and Columbia University. The band has performed in 
New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Cleveland, Albany, Atlantic City, 
Syracuse, Springfield, Massachusetts, Morrison, Virginia and at many loca¬ 
tions in the State of New York. The band will take a spring tour in April of this 
year, playing at least three programs in Canada. 

Many music publishers have used the band as a laboratory group. The 
band has been honored by helping certain interested parties toward making 
decisions in regard to the publishing of music suitable for school groups. This 
activity has not only been very interesting, but it has been highly worthwhile 
in that it has made possible a great deal of sight reading practice that would 
not otherwise been possible. The members and director have done first band 
performances on "Toy Town U.S.A.", "Rio Grande", "The Brigands", "Port 25" 
(dedicated to the group at the silver anniversary concert), "Blue Tango" and 
many others. 

One of the fine traditions of the band is observed at the annual concert 
when the alumni present leave the audience and join the band in the final 
group of selections which is composed entirely of Sousa marches. This 
delightful practice has already been imitated, and it is suggested for all 
bands who wish to give the alumni, the audience and themselves an extra 
thrill. 

Recently, the band was picked as one of the ten top high school bands in 
the country, by MEYER'S BAND NEWS. A photo of the group is to appear in 
the Meyers publication, which has a circulation of fifty thousand. Approxi¬ 
mately two years ago, members of the band were shown in a series of 
pictures, called "Banding Together", in COLOROTO magazine; the circula¬ 
tion was estimated at three million six hundred thousand. 

The town of Port Washington, one of many similar American communities, 
has become well-known throughout the country largely because of the high 
quality of its High School Band. Some residents of this area have never fully 
realized the credit due this musical group. The pride of possessing a musical 
organization of excellent repute and ability and of contributing to its growth 
belongs to everyone who has attended its concerts and supported its efforts 
down through the years.

Solo instruments abound 
and the accompanying structure is always considerate in color, mood 
and weight of tone. Full and partial tutties are used, but in such a manner 
as to illustrate emphatically the potential dynamic range of the band. 

SYRINX_Debussy 

Debussy disliked composing music after accepted rules. He created music 
that flouted all the laws of composition and called it “a feast for the ear." 
"Syrinx" seems to be an example, both in its general flavor and in that 
it is an unaccompanied work. This performance is by the band's principal 
flutist, Lynda Marvin. 

*AN OUTDOOR OVERTURE_Aaron Copland 

When this composition was completed, it was recognized as being defi¬ 
nitely "optimistic in tone." It was also described as having an "open- 
air quality;" hence, the title.

The hapless voyager is permitted to set foot on 
land every seven years in search of a woman ready to love him though 
aware of his horrible fate. This became the subject of "The Flying 
Dutchman."

The first annual concert of the band was directed by Paul E. 
Bergan, who was at that time Director of Music Education at Port 
Washington. He also directed the orchestra and the A Cappella Choir 
and, with the help of Miss Bonnie Hawthorne, dramatics director, pre¬ 
sented outstanding performances of Gilbert and Sullivan's "The 
Mikado" and "The Pirates of Penzance". 

From Port Washington Mr. Bergan went to Glens Falls, New York, 
where he was Supervisor of Music for 12 years and co-organizer of 
the well-known "Glens Falls Operetta Club and Oratorio Society", an 
adult community group that still gives a light opera and oratorio 
each year. 

Mr. Bergan is currently Director of Music Education of the Galves¬ 
ton, Texas public schools, where four years ago he organized and 
directs the Galveston Civic Orchestra of seventy members.
